tary Olney demanded an explanation o 
Lord Salisbuiy as to the report tha 
Great Britain designed sending a flee 
of picked* var vessels into American 
waters. The dispatch was couched in 
rigorous language and called for an 
immediate reply. It was sent to Am 
bassador Bayard, who presented it to 
the British Government.

last Secretary Olney was informed by 
cable that the British Government had 
not the remotest irfea of sending a flee 
to any point that might be construed 
as a throat against the United States 
Positive assurances have been given 
that England is entirely willing 10 
s-i-ttle the Venezuelan question upon a 
I asis satisfactory to the United States 
provided it doss not put England in 
tho attitude of backing down. 


It appears that the Flying Squadron 


is not destined for American waters, 
and that it ia not to sail to Uernmda or 
the Sooth American coast. Lord Salis- 
bury, it i? said, intends to settle the 
Venezuelan boundary dispute directly 
with Venezuela and wholly ignore the 
United States ia tho matter. Should 
he do this aud not encroach on Ven- 
ezueian territory or compromise by 
paying Venezuela for tho territory, ihu 
United States could not reasonably 
complain, as our Government ro> 
nizes the right of Great Britain to 
Guiana, whieh adjoins Venezuela. 


British Guaina, \vhich is'soine times 


called Demerara, has an area estimated 
. at from 70,000 to 83,000 square mil*>s 


and a population of about 200,000, about 
one-fourth of \vhum are natives uf 
India. The country was settled by the 
Dutch about 13SO, and was occupied by 
tho English in 1796. It v.-as restore 1 to 
theDuti'h in 1802, but was retaken !>y 
the English in 1303. 
In 1814 tho 


English possession was confirmed by 
agreement. This was before tho pro- 
mulgation of the Monroe doctrine and 
consequently the terrritory then ac- 
quired by England is not affected by 
that declaration. There

dispute of long standing, however, be- 
tween Groat Britain and Venezuela re- 
garding the boundary line and this 
dispute tho United States proposed to 
have settled by arbitration.

Salisbury would not agree to that mode 
of settlement and nov/ the United 
States proposes to ascertain the exact 
boundary line between tho two coun- 
tries and permit no encroachment 0:1 
tho territory of Venezuela if ic caa piv- 
ventit It will depend upon the report 
of the Commission recently appointed 
by the President in accordance with an 
act of Congress whether tho United' 
States wiil interfere further than it has 
or whether there is any cause on its 
part for interference in support of tho 
Monroe doctrine. 


DOG-IN-THE-MANGEIl 


The Buckeye mines 
in Douglas 


county, embracing nearly 2,000 acres o 
placer ground, were bonded last fall tc 
capitalists for $250,000. Experts ox 
amined the mines, pronounced them 
rich and the would-be purchasers pu 
up $19,000 as a guarantee of good faith. 
In addition to this they expended sev- 
eral thousand dollars in making sur- 
veys for water ditches and in prospect- 
ing the mines. Last week the com- 
pany gave up the bond and forfeited 
what they had paid the owners. 


Now tho Carson Appeal tells why the 


sale of the mines is off. The intending 
purchasers found that they wore be- 
leagnred on all sides by persons who 
expected to profit by the necessities of 
the company. Lands which the com- 
pany would naturally use ror dumping 
ground were located by people who had 
no interest in the mines, the object be- 
ing to compel the company to purchase 
them at tho owners', prices. Rather 
than submit to this imposition the 
company withdrew from the whole ar- 
rangement. 


This 
dog-in-the-manger 
business 


should be discountenanced by every 
citizen who desires to soe the State 
prosperous and its resources devel. 
oped. Tho sale of the Buckeye mines 
would, give employment to several 
hundred 
persons. 
A 
considerable 


amount would have to be expended to 
get water on the ground and as thu 
present owners cannot incur the e.\- 
pense the 
mines are unproductive. 


Though the placers are rich it requires 
a large, amount of capital to develop 
them properly nnd the original owners 
cannot furnish it. They were to re- 
ceive a quarter of a million dollars for 
the property and an expenditure of 
about $100,000 will be required iu 
building ditches, reservoirs, etc. Now 
all this is off for the present, not be- 
cause the company lost faitu in the 
mines, but for the reason that out- 
siders, who have no interest in the 
property, attempted to impose upon 
them, and 
instead of hundreds of 


thousands of dollars being put in cir- 
culation in Douglas county, and hun- 
dreds of men being employed the 
Buckeye mines will remain unpro- 
ductive until more liberal inducements 
are offered investors.

Senators Discouraged—Enunciat- 
ing tlie Monroe Doctrine, 


WASHINGTON, 
January 


addressed the Senate to-day in suppoit 
of his resolution reciting that President 
Cleveland extended the Monroe Doc- 
trine beyond its proper scope and de- 
claring that the doctrine wss not an 
obligation to protect southern repub- 
lics. He characterized the President's 
action as unreasonable and prema- 
ture. 


Ssnator Cullom presented n resolu- 


tion from the Victoria Club of Ohio 
declaring that a. congratulatory corn-] 
munication to the Transvaal Republic i 
upon the repulsion of the Jameson in- j 
vasion would be unadvisable and an I 
indignity to Great Britain., a power 
with which we are at peace. Ho also 
presented a petition from the Chicago 
Board of Trade for the retirement of 
greenbacks and Sherman notes. 


The anti'silver men to-day urged an 


immediate vote on tho free silver sub- 
stitute for the Bond bill, saying that 
they cared not to debate it. The silver 
men prefer a debate. 


Senator Davis of the Senate Com- 


mittee on Foreign Relations to-day re- 
ported favornbly the resolution enun- 
ciating the Monroe Doctrine. The i es- 
olution, which is preceded by a pre- 
amble, is as follows: 


Jtesolvcd, That tho United States of 


America reaffirms and confirms the 
doctrines and principles promulgated 
by President Monroe in, his message of 
December 2,1823, and declares that it 
will assert and maintain that doctrine 
and those principles and will regard 
any infringement thereof, and particu- 
larly any attempt by any European 
Power to take or acquire new territory 
on the American continent or any is- 
lands adjacent thereto for any right of 
sovercignity or dominion in the same, 
in any case or instance, as to which the 
United States shall deem such attempt 
;o be dangerous to its peace and safety, 
by or through force, purchase, session, 
occupation, pledge, colonization, pro- 
tectorate or by control of nn easement 
in a c.inal or other means of transit 
ac.-oss the American isthmus, whether 
on unfounded pretensions of right in 
cases of alleged boundary disputes or 
under other unfounded pretensions, as 
a manifestation of an unfriendly dis- 
position toward us and as an enter- 
position which it would be impossible

volcano, has two craters or openings, 
one of -which, Kilauea, is the largest 
active volcanic crator in the world. The 
rnonntain .is 14,100 feet high, and Ki- 
lanea is situated on the eastern side, 
rsbc/nt 4,000 feet above the level of the 
sea. 
This marvelous crater is really a 


vastbko of boiling lava which rises and 
falls continually by the action of ccb- 
terranean fires.
